The  rather  serioas  grasshopper  Outhrealr  previo-’asly  reported  from 
the  v/estern  pa,rt  of  the  two  Uahotas  and  iTehraska  continued  dr-ring  the 
early  part  of  this  month.  In  Scott s Bhaff  Co'onty,  Ueh.,  and  in  the 
Platse  River  Valley  practica.lly  all  crops,  including  grains,  alfalfa., 
sugar  heets,  and  fr-iiit  trees,  were  .attacked. 

Recent  scouting  hns  disclosed  the  presence  of  the  Japanese  bee- 
tle in  Hartford  and  Ilew  Ha.ven,  Conn.,  in  Springfield,  Hass.,  generally 
througho'at  northern  and  eantern  Md.  , in  man;/  places  in  Bel,,  at  Alexan- 
dria, Va.,  and  at  Le'wiston,  Fa, 

In  this  n:amber  cf  the  bulletin  there  ivS  a detailed  statement  of 
the  Hessian  fly  smvey  of  Illinois,  In  most  sections  of  the  State  this 
insect  is  less  adbrnda-nt  this  season  than  last.  There  are  moderatelj’' 
heavy  infestations  aJong  the  southwestern  side  of  the  State.  The  a.ver- 
a.ge  infest  ah  ion  of  the  counties  surveyed  amounts  to  5.5  per  cent  as  com- 
pared with  4. 3-  . per  cent  ICvSt  j'ear.  There  is  a.lso  a detailed  report  of 
the  wlieah  joint  r/orm  survey  carried  on  in  Illinois  in  conjunction  witn 
the  Hessian  fly  work.  Present  indicahions  are  that  a very  heavy  infes- 
tation of  the  Hessian  fly  is  developing  in  southeastern  Nebraska. 

In  genera.  1 thrcughcrh  the  country  the  corn  ear  worm  is  not  so 
serious  as'  it  us'oally  is. 

Very  serious  wirew^orm  injury  is  being  reported  from  Brunson, 
Hairpton  County,  3.  C. 

Though  gencra.lly  cutworm  trouble  is  not  so  serious  a.s  usua.l 
shis  season,  the  U-marked  cutwoien  is  reported  as  seriously  damaging 
crops  in  Manitowoc  G aunty,  His. 

The  frait  tree  leaf  roller  and  the  apple  and  thorn  skeletonizer 
a^re  decidedly  more  prevalent  than  usua.l  in  pa^rts  of  New  York  State. 

The  pear  miidge  is  reported  as  very  serious  in  the  Hudson  River 
Valley,  N.  y. ^ where  in  some  cases  50  per  cent  of  the  crop  has  been  de- 
stroyed this  season. 
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“^he  oriental  pe.ach  moth,  thongh  not  ahnormally  destruative  in 
the  older  infested  territory,  is  noT7  Reported  from  as  far  north  as  Ja^ck- 
son  and  Williamson  Comities,  111,,  and  quite  serious  in  G-reene  County,  0 

The  imported  cahhage  ucrm  is  reported  a.s  causing  very  serious 
losses  in  northern  Illinois  and  southern  Wis.  Less  serious  injury  is  re 
ported  from  western  hew  York  State  and  the  Birmingham  district  of  Ala. 

The  cahhoge  maggot  is  more  serious  than  it  has  "been  for  m.any  year 
in  centraJ,  and  western  Hew  York. 

The  velvet  Dean  caterpillar  is  reported  for  the  first  time  as  a 
primarry  pest  of  jpoaniuts  in  Yla.  Usuakly  this  insect  moves  into  peanuts 
from  infested  velvet  Lean  fields. 

Recent  inspection  in  Ala.  indicates  thak  the  campaign  to  control 
the  sweet-potato  weevil  is  promisingly  successful. 

The  newly  discovered  wireworm  He teroderes  la.urentii  G-uer.  is  re- 
corded a-3  showing  whak  appearrs  to  he  a preference  for  certain  varieties 
of  sweet  potato  in  Ala. 

The  changa  is  doing  more  damage  than  it  ha.s  in  the  past  several 
years  in  I'la.. 

A very  heavy  outhrealo  of  the  semi  tropical  armyworm,  covering  pra^c 
tically  all  of  the  Florida,  peninsula,  ha.s  oeen  ruider  ivay  throughout  the 
month.  In  audition  to  defoliating  its  nakive  food  plant,  it  has  done 
much  dumage  to  ornamentals  and  ca,stor  heans.  This  is  the  heaviest  out- 
hrsak  of  this  insect  thak  has  occurred  since  1917. 

Brood  II  of  the  periodical  cicadu,  the  first  large  hrood  record-ed 
from  the  Middle  Atlantic  States,  reappeared  this  spring.  This  hrood  oc- 
curs, in  general,  in  the  territory  immedirutely  east  of  Brood  I.  A few 
douhtiul  records  have  been' made  in  paut  yearns  from  Indi.ana,  Illinois, 
and  Michigan,  hut  not  one  of  these  wus  confirmed  hy  this  yearn *s  appear- 
ance. In  general,  the  hrood  ‘was  centered  a.hout  northern  Hew  Jersey, 
southern  Hew  York,  and  south-central  Connecticut,  The  records  from  the 
territory  southv/ard  to  Horth  Carolina;,  were  very  scattering  and  the  col- 
onies xvere  coLpara.tively  small. 

Brood  3QCVII  of  the  tridecim  race,  recorded  for  the  first  time  in 
1902  from  Fra.nklin  County,  Miss.,  amd.  again  recorded  from  that  locality 
in  1915,  in  v/hich  year  it  was  afi,so  recorded  from  Chicot  and  Philips 
Counties,  Ark.,  appeared  this  year  ak  a.  single  point  and  with  a single 
specimen  at  Yazoo  City,  Miss.

Fevj  reports  of  cutworm  damaae  have  hecn  received  from  any  part  of 
the  Ucminion.  Reports  indic-'-rbe  that  cut'vorms  are  ever^pvhere  suhnormally 
abundant , 

Fnile  the  numbers  of  grcusshoppers  in  the  outbreak  area,  in  the 
Chilcotin  district,  Sritish  Cclumbic?.,  far  exceed  normal,  no  groat  damage 
has  been  done. 


Reports'  from  sections  of  British  Columbia.,  Onta„rio,  and  Hew 
Brunswick  indicate  tluat  the  imported  calobage  worm  is  uniisuall^^  prevalent 
this  season. 

The  wireworm  Ludius  a.ereipennis  Iiby,  hais  ca.used  serious  losses 
in  wheat,  particularly  on  sumiuer-fallowecl  land  in  the  Peace  Piver  dis- 
trict, Alberta. 

The  corn  ear  worm  is  prevalent  in  cornfields  in  southern  Ontario, 

There  is  a heavy  infestation  of  the  green  apple  aphid  in  orchards 
of  the  Okanagaui  valley,  British  Columbia,  principally  affecting  young 
trees , 

The  pear  slug  is  prevalent  on  pear,  cherry,  and  hawthorn  through- 
out the  lower  Pia.ser  River  Vcalley,  British  Columbia, 

A.  somewhat  larger  then  c'u/ero.ge  second  brood  of  the  codling  moth 
is  eumected  in  the  Uiagara.  district,  Ontario,  and  owing  to  a shortage  of 
a.pples  in  many  orchards  the  percentage  of  codling  moth  injury  o-ill  pro- 
I’ably  run  unusually  high. 

■Tice  beetle  Haltica  bimarginata  Say  bias  caused  the  complete  defol- 
iation of  willov/s  on  'che  southern  paut  of  Vancouver  Island.,

The  willo'w  leaf  beetle  Gal.erucella  decora  Say  ha.s  stripped  most 
of  the  willows  throughout  south-central  Konitoba  and  occurs  irom  Uinni- 
peg  west  to  the  S.a.ska.tchev'an  bound-'.ry. 

The  tussock  .aotk  Heme  roc  -mua.  7:scudot  sugata  McB.  attacked  two 
small  areas  of  Pseudo tsuga  taxii olia.  Britt.,  near  Kamloops  and  Pritchard, 
British  Columbia,  a few  of  the  trees  being  90  per  cent  defoliated. 


The  forest  tent  caterpilla.r  caused  the  complete  defolicition  of 


sha,(ie  trees  in  northeastern  Alberta.  Sgg-rin^s  of  this  species  have 
been  I'eceived  from  poinrs  all  over  the  territory  infested  this  spring. 

A survey  in  He?/  Brunswick  indicates  that  the  larch  sawfly  is 
coirparo, lively  scarce  in  the  province  this  year. 

In  the  Kamloops  amea  and  the  Chilcotin  district,  British  Columbia, 
citing  flies,  including  tabaniids,  simuliids,  and  leptids,  are  reported 
as  much  more  trouble some  than  usual.

This  survey  during  the  pre- 
sent season  covered  wheat  fields  in  53  counties  in  the  principal 
wheat-growing  areas  of  the  State,  involving  the  examination  of 
almost  25,000  wheat  tillers^  In  most  sections  of  the  State  the 
Hessian  fly  is  less  abundant  this  season  than  last,  and  the  in- 
festation on  the  whole  is  light*  There  is  a moderately  heavy 
infestation  along  the  soutneasbern  side  of  the  State  in  the  group 
of  coijnties  starting  with  Nabash  and  Edgar  on  the  south  and  ex- 
tending northx7ard  to  Champaign  and  Vermilion  counties,  with  the 
heaviest  infestation  in  Lawrence,  CJark,  Coles,  Douglas  and  near- 


by counties* 

The  following  table  shc'^s  the  infestation  of  tillers  by  the 
Hessian  an  the  diff extent  ccnties  of  the  State^,  HLl'a,  the 
Hessian  fly  is  generally  present  in  northern,  centia.-A  and  southern 
Illineis^,  it  is  very  scarce  this  year<.

J«  No  Tsnhet  (August  1')-  went  to  Brunson  and  investigated 
uirerorms  there  and  in  the  surrounding  :^erritory*  Most  of  the 
damage  seems  to  be  due  to  larvae  of  Horistonotus  spp*,  although 
I have  reason  to  suspect  some  injury  by  Monocrenedius  vesper- 
tinus  Fab»,  as  I found  adults  of  this  species  in  abundance. 
Farmers^  estimate  of  dama^^e  this  year  varied  from  10 to  20  per 
cent  of  all  crops  in  Hampton  County*  Farmers  all  aay  that  the 
injury  is  increasing  rapidly,  and  has  been  doing  so  for  the  last 
few  years.  Business  men  told  me  that  wireworms  had  caused  a 
depreciation  in  the  value  of  farm  land,  in  the  last  five  years, 
that  would  be  conservatively  placed  at  one  million  dollars. 

This  was  entirely  credible  after  seeing, the  territory,  I saw 
field  after  field  gro'^vn  up  in  weeds  and  at  least  five  or  six 
farms  which  had  been  completely  abandoned  b^/  their  owners  on 
account  of  wirewcrmc,  I saw  several  large  farms  in  an  excellent 
state  of  fertility  where  almost  two-thirds  of  all  crops  would 
be  a total  loss  this  season.  The  majority  of  the  infestations 
and  the  greatest  damage  appear  to  be  in  the  lighter,  sandier, 
types  of  soil;  crops  are-  almost  corrpiletely  destroyed. 

All  crops  seemed  to  be  attacked,  a,l though  velvet  beans  ap- 
peared to  have  some  degree  of  immunity.  Farmers  state  that 
where  land  is  heavily  infested,  the  only  means  of  relief  is  to 
fallow  the  land  for  at  least  two  years,  Mr,  w.  A,  Thomas  in 
1510  and  Mr,  H»  C,  Eagerton  in  1514  worked  on  these  wirev/orms 
lor  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  They  both  state  that  humus, 
increasing  the  soil  fertility,  and  lime  showed  much  benefit. 

As  previousljT'  stated,  however,  several  fields  v/ere  noted,  very 
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rich  in  humus,  and  heavily  fertilized,  which  were  almost 
ruined  by  v/ireworms,  and  peanuts  treated  with  landplaster  were 
heavily  damaged*

N.  E.  Howard,  Columbus,  Ohio,  visited  Blacksburg,  Lynchburg, 
Ban'llle,  Ricbmiond,  and  other  uoints  in  Virginia,  July  16  and 
18,  in  company  with  Prof,  Schoene , of  the  experiment  station 
at  Blacksburg,  and  Mr.  Moore,  county  agent,  to  determine  the 
intensity  of  the  infestation  by  the  Mexican  bean  beetle, 
which  liad  been  reported  to  be  serio'as  ly  injuring  beans  in  that 
section.  Mr.  Howard  also  visited  Washington  to  arrange  for 
experimental  work  on  the  Mexican  bean  beetle,  to  be  conducted 
at  the  Arlington  Farm  in  Virginia. 
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W.  A.  Thomas  (August  15):  Foie  lima  heans  in  the  vicinity  of 
Ghaddourn  are  nov/  teing  seriously  injured  by  this  insect.

Several  patches  under 
observation  were  plov/ed  up  before  time  for  picking.  Bean- 
beetle  damiage  to  the  second  crop  of  beans  was  much  v/orse  than 
was  expected.  On  August  4a  patch  of  young  beans  under  obser- 
vation was  very  heavilj^  infested,  with  adult  bean  beetles  and 
egg  masses  were  nunerous.

G-EEEIJ  PEACH' APHID  (Eyzus  nersicae  Sulz.) 

J.  G.  Elmore  (August  22):  The  aphids  have  been  very  numerous 
on  peppers  in  this  section  (Orange  Go'onty)  during  the  la,tter 
part  of  July  until  the  present.  Control  has  been  difficult  be- 
cause of  cool  weather  and  the  prex^alence  of  windy  days.  The 
average  temperature  for  this  period  lias  been  about  70'~'  "With  a 
minimuni  of  49'^  and  a maximum  of  85°.

A NIESNOKN  (Ileteroderes  laurentii  Guer.) 

K.  L.  Cockerham  (duly  31):  '^his  insect  is  reicorted  as  being 
less  in.j'orious  to  sweet  potatoes  this  year  than  it  was  last 
seouon  near  Foley.  Sliipuing-shed  inspections  of  from  75  to 
100  carloads  of  sweet  potatoes  have  substantiated  this  f£ict. 

It  has  been  noted  thdt  the  damage  is  worse  on  Porto  Rico  or 
red-skin  potatoes  than  on  Triuiiuhs  or  vhite  icotatoes.  I can 
not  say  vftietnsr  or  not  this  is  a specific  Vciriety  preference 
or  whether  it  is  due  to  she  fact  thiat  these  potatoes  were 
planted  on  infested  soil.

J.  R.  Nat  son  (Augu.st  20);  One  of  the  outstanding  entomolog- 
ical events  of  July  and  August  in  Elorida  v/as  a heavy  outbreak 
of  the  semi  tropical  armyivorm,  covering  practically  the  entire 
peninsula.  It  defoliated  practically  all  of  the  amaranth  in 
places,  and  in  the  Everglades  the  closely  related  warer  hemp. 

In  addition  to  coffee  weeds  and  other  weeds,  it  defoliated 
castor  beans  and  many  other  ornamentals,  and  in  places  did 
considerable  injury  to  grasses,  but  in  most  sections  of  the 
State  other  cultivated  crops  were  not  much  injured.  This  is 
the  largest  outbreak  that  has  occurred  since  1917, 

A RED  SPIDER  ( Tetranyehus  sp.) 

G.  N.  Ainslie  (A'rgust  16);  More  damage  from  red  spiders  has 
been  observed  in  this  vicinity,  Siou_x  CiGy,  than  for  m.any  years 
past.  A large  commercial  flower  garden  has  been  nearly  ruined, 
the  pests  appearing  first  on  delphinimn,  than  spreading  to 
dahlias,  gladioli,  and  other  flowers.

j?IRE  AilT  ( Solenopsis  gsminata  Pah . ) 

R,  U;  Karned  (August  27):  Prohahly  no  species  of  ant,  ex- 
cept the  Argentine  ant,  surpasses  fire  ant  as  a general 
pest  in  this  Stake,  VJe  receiis  doaons  of  couTplaints  every  year 
in  regard  to  i ts  . depredcLticns . As  an  exairule  of  the  ant  * s d.e- 
struftiveness , we  should  lilze  to  quote  a Is  iter  from  Mr,  L.J. 
Goougcrne,  one  of  our  field  inspectors,  who  writes  as  follows: 
"The  firs  ants  are  ruining  she  town,  I ca.n  show  you  house  af- 
ter hou.se  where  ladies  w-ill  chow  you  call  kinds  of  clothes  that 
have  been  ruined  h^^  the  ants.  In  several  places  I hove  seen 
expensive  dresses  that  have  been  bitten  full  of  small  holes. 

The  women  have  proved  to  rne  thsk  the  ants  attack  clean  clothes 
as  weix  .as  soiled  ones.  These  ants  are  also  ruining  uphol- 
stery in  furniture,  and  even  attack  people  while  they  are  sit- 
ting in  cPiairs.” 

During  the  Mississippi  flood  the  city  of  Greenville  was  'under 
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niany  feet  of  v/ater.  After  the  flood  only  a few  colonies  of 
the  Argentine  ant  could  1e  found,  out  strange  to  say,  the  flood 
did  not  apparently  affect  the  fire  ant  forlhey  are  extremely 
niumerous  there  now  and  hy  far  the  predominant  species^  V.'hile 
scouting  in  Greenville  Mr.  Goodgame  encountered  soime  of  the 
little  parasitic  phorid  flies  v.hich  were  attacking  the  fire 
ant.  Specimens  v'ere  sufcmitted  to  Mr,  J.  E.  Malloch  who  deter- 
mined the  flies  a,s  Pla^stcphora  crawf ordi  Eire  ants  and 

tiny  hlack  amts  viere  found  to  he  abundant,  and  especially 
troublesome  in  some  of  the  houses  at  Shaw.

AEGEiJTiiaS  fJTT  ( Iridomyrmex  humiilis  Mayr  . ) 

.. . TEt  -Hdnned  (August  27):  Infestations  of  the  Argentine  ant 
have  been  recently  at  Holly  Bln.ff,  and  Longview  for  the 

first  time.  Mr.  Ohesley  Hlines  also  found  an  infestation  at 
Canton,  which  vras  caused  by  a lady  removing  shmabs  and  other 
ornamental  plants  from  an  infested  area  in  that  town  to  a non- 
inf  ested  a.rea.  Eecent  i'nvestiga.tions  a.t  Shaw  indica^te  tha,t  the 
ant  has  appa.rently  been  completely  eradicated  from  that  tovrn, 

iEJT S ( Fo  rm'i i c i dae ) 

E.  W,  Earned  (Augiast  27):  The  odorous  house  ant.,  Tapinom.a 
sessile  Say,  appears  to  be  rather  sporadAcaAly  distributed, 
throughout  the  Sta.te.  At  Grenada,  Greenv/oed,  Cokombus,  and  many 
other  to’''ns  it  has  commonly  been  fo-!iiid  infesting  a number  of 
houses  on  the  same  block  or  on  adjoining  blocks,  thus  resem-bling 
the  Argentine  ant  in  its  general  habits.  It  also  resembles 
this  species  so  much  in  apioearance  that  one  can  easily  mistake 
it  for  the  Argentine  ant.  The  ant  most  commonly  nests  out  of 
doors  in  the  surfa.ee  soil  just  beneath  leaves,  boards  or  other 
debris.  A corresponde-nt  at  Ljnman  sent  specimens  of  Dorymyrm.ex 
uyramicus  f lavus  Perg.  for  identification  with  the  report 
that  they  were  giving  trouble  in  the  homes  of  several  larmiers 
living  in.  that  vicinity.  This  species,  so  far  as  our  observa- 
tion goes,  does  not  appear  to  be  troublesom.e  to  housekeepers 
living  in  towns. 


GIGAEkiTTE  BEETLE  ( Lasiodermm  serricorne  Fab.) 

M,  H.  Svrenk  (July  15-August  1) : One  case  of  infestation  of  a 
m.ohair  suite  of  furniture  with  the  cigarec^e  beetle  was  reported 
from  Jefferson  County  in  the  middle  of  July. 

CiiEPST  BEST  LI-  (Antbirenus  scrcphulariae  L.) 

M.  H.  Swenk  (July  15-August  1) : The  present  season  an  unusual 
n-'ornber  of  conrolaints  about  this  nest  have  been  received.
